Unprecedented move eases lending but fails to calm markets 


WASHINGTON I Wall Street bounced higher 
and lower Wednesday trying to make up its 
mind about an unprecedented coordinated 
interest rate cut by central banks around the 
world. In the end it settled on a familiar feel- 
ing — fear — and plunged again. 

The Federal Reserve, desperately trying 
to jump-start the lending that keeps the 
U.S. economy moving, dropped its closely 
watched federal funds rate to 1.5 percent. 
The cut from 2 percent took the rate to its 


lowest level in more than four years. 

Central banks in England, China, Canada, 
Sweden and Switzerland, and the European 
Central Bank also cut rates after a series of 
high-stakes phone calls over several days 
among Fed Chairman Ben Bernanke and his 
counterparts. The number of nations that par- 
ticipated was unprecedented, the Fed said. 

But the Dow Jones industrial average lost 
another 189 points, or 2 percent, to close at 
9,258. It was the sixth consecutive day of losses 


for the Dow. The index has shed more than a 
third of its value, nearly 5,000 points, since its 
all-time high, set one year ago Thursday. 

For millions of Americans, the Fed’s 
cut means that borrowing money becomes 
cheaper. Home equity loans, credit cards and 
other floating-rate loans fluctuate depend- 
ing on what the Fed does. 

Fed watchers believe the central bank might 
cut rates further when it meets late this month, 
and perhaps again in December, in hopes of 
cushioning the blow should the United States

Pelosi said Wednesday that a 
$150 billion economic stimulus plan 
is needed now because of the falter- 
ing economy and she may call the 
House into session after the elec- 
tion to pass it. 

Pelosi told reporters that the 
stock market meltdown was a fac- 
tor in her recom- 
mendation for 
a second stim- 
ulus bill. The 
first relief plan 
sent out $600 to

checks to most

The Senate is expected to be 
back at work after Election Day 
to complete a public lands bill and 
perhaps deal with other matters, 
such as a measure to extend unem- 
ployment benefits. The House also 
could return to consider a stimu- 
lus plan and additional issues in a 
lame-duck session before the newly 
elected Congress takes over.

McCain, Palin Adopt Forceful Tone

Republicans fire up 
supporters at Pa. rally, 
tout Obama doubts 

BETHLEHEM, PA. | Republicans Sen. 
John McCain and Gov. Sarah Palin 
questioned on Wednesday wheth- 
er Sen. Barack Obama’s record 
matched his rhetoric as they sought 
to sow doubt about the Democratic 
presidential candidate. 

Speaking to a rowdy crowd of 
supporters in this eastern Pennsyl- 
vania town, McCain and Palin chal- 
lenged Obama’s campaign claims. 
Dismissing Obama as “a guy who’s 
just tried to talk his way into the 
White House,” vice presidential 
candidate Palin said the Democrats’ 
ideas are stale and dangerous. 

“He’s not willing to drill for ener- 
gy, but he’s sure willing to drill for 
votes,” Palin said, eliciting cheers of 
“Drill, baby, drill” from the crowd, 
which often interrupted the candi- 
dates during their joint appearance. 


The two also planned to appear at 
a rally later Wednesday in Strongs- 
ville, Ohio. 

McCain’s remarks about Obama 
were interrupted with shouts of 


“socialist,” ‘“terrorist” and “liar.” At 
another time, a man shouted “No 
more ACORN,” referring to a group 
that registers poor voters. 

“We’ve all heard what he’s said. 


But it’s less clear what he’s done or 
what he will do,” McCain said. 

The crowd replied with chants 
of“Nobama.” 

Similarly, Palin said there were 
too many questions about Obama’s 
past: “John McCain didn’t just come 
out of nowhere. The American peo- 
ple know John McCain.” 

Cindy McCain, the Arizona sena- 
tor’s wife, was also harshly critical of 
Obama at the event. 

“The day that Senator Obama 
decided to cast a vote to not fund 
my son when he was serving sent a 
cold chill through my body. I would 
suggest Senator Obama change 
shoes with me for just one day and 
see what it means to have a loved 
one serving in the armed services,” 
Cindy McCain said. 

Advisers say the Republican tick- 
et will continue this forceful tone as 
the campaign enters its final weeks. 
Obama leads in national and state 
polls; McCain is looking for a way 
to change that, (ap)

WASHINGTON | The White House 
said it was “despicable” that Ameri- 
can International Group Inc. execu- 
tives spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars on a posh California 
retreat just days after getting a fed- 
eral bailout. 

Lawmakers investigating the 
meltdown of AIG said the retreat 
didn’t include anyone from the 


financial products division that 
nearly drove the company under, but 
they were still enraged that execu- 
tives of AIG’s main U.S. life insur- 
ance subsidiary spent $440,000 
on the retreat, complete with spa 
treatments, banquets and golf 
outings. 

“It’s pretty despicable,” White 
House press secretary Dana Perino 


said on Wednesday. 

“The president did not want to 
move forward on this rescue pack- 
age to help anybody in the top posi- 
tions on Wall Street,” Perino said. 
“He was concerned about everyday 
people like you and me. ... He didn’t 
do that to help top executives and 
certainly not to help executives go

Obama Camp Fighting Hard for N.C. 


Democrat faces uphill 
battle in state that has 
been a GOP stalwart 

RALEIGH, N.C. I It’s no coincidence 
that Sen. Barack Obama did his 
preparation for this week’s presi- 
dential debate in North Caroli- 
na’s western mountains. Or that 
on the day of the debate, Michelle 
Obama was rallying voters on the 
state’s coast. Or that the Demo- 
cratic nominee spent the morning 
after the first presidential debate 
in the state. 

John McCain? Voters here 
haven’t seen him in six months. 

North Carolina hasn’t voted for a 
Democratic presidential candidate 
since Jimmy Carter, and it was on 
nobody’s list of battleground states 
a year ago. But now, public polls

and an avalanche of Democratic 
voter registrations indicate North 
Carolina is no longer a safe Repub- 
lican state. 

“I am surprised — and I think 
you’ve got to give it to Obama,” said 
longtime North Carolina GOP oper- 
ative Ballard Everett. “He ramped 
up in North Carolina early; he’s 
moved out there and kept those 
troops working hard.” 

North Carolina has changed in 
recent years, with a million resi- 
dents moving into the state since 
2000. The state’s May primary was 
expected to be an afterthought, but 
Obama’s race with Sen. Hillary Clin- 
ton helped drive a boom in Dem- 
ocratic voter registrations. Since 
Jan. 1, new voter registrations in 
the state have favored Democrats 
nearly 4-to-l. 

“So, I said to myself, ‘Maybe 


we should just keep on coming to 
North Carolina,”’ Obama told fellow 
Democrats in Asheville last week- 
end. “Despite the pundits, despite 
the prognosticators, despite the 
cynicism, it turns out, 30 days out, 
we are right in the hunt in North 
Carolina.” 

The Obama campaign has 
opened 40 offices in North Caro- 
lina and says it has enlisted 17,000 
volunteers. 

McCain’s campaign says it 
remains confident that North Caro- 
lina will remain in the GOP column. 
His supporters are talking up the 
Republican’s credentials as a com- 
mander in chief in a state with sev- 
eral major military bases. 

“North Carolina has been a reli- 
able Republican state where conser- 
vative, low-tax, smaller-government 
principles resonate with voters, and, 
ultimately, that will happen in this 
election as well,” said Buzz Jacobs, 
McCain’s campaign manager for the 
Southeast, gary d. robertson (ap)

Sheriff Halts Foreclosure Evictions

properties. He may be the first sheriff in a metropolitan area to take such a step. 


Illinois law official 
says renters are being 
evicted without cause 

CHICAGO I Deputies will no longer 
oust residents of foreclosed prop- 
erties in Chicago and other parts 
of Cook County because Sheriff 
Tom Dart says those thrown out are 
too often unwitting renters whoVe 
done nothing wrong and don’t even 
know their homes have fallen into 
foreclosure. 

“We will no longer be a party to 
something that’s so unjust,” a vis- 
ibly angry Dart said at a Thursday 
news conference. 

“We have to be sure that when we 
are doing this — and we are destroy- 
ing some people’s lives — we’d better 
be darned sure we’re talking about 
the right people,” Dart added. 


Dart — who called evictions the 
most difficult and “gut-wrenching” 
job his deputies are asked to do — 
said he believes he’s the first sheriff 


in a major metropolitan area to stop 
participating in evictions, and the 
publisher of a national foreclosure 
database said he’s probably right.

“I haven’t heard of any other 
sheriff unilaterally deciding to stop 
foreclosures,” said Rick Sharga, 
senior vice president of the Irvine, 
Calif -based RealtyTrac, Inc. 

Dart talked Thursday about ten- 
ants who dutifully pay their rent 
and then leave one morning for 
work only to have authorities evict 
them and put their belongings on 
the curb while they are gone. And 
by the time they get home, “the 
meager possessions they have are 


gone,” he said. “This is happening 
too often.” 

Foreclosures have skyrock- 
eted across the country in recent 
months, and Dart said the num- 
ber of foreclosure evictions in 
Cook County has risen from 1,771 in 
2006 to 4,500 so far this year. 

Dart said banks are not doing the 
most basic research to determine 
whether the people being evicted 
are, in fact, the homeowners. 

Dart said he already was held in 
contempt for a Monday incident in 
which his deputies did not evict ten- 
ants after determining they were not 
the owners and did not know about 
their landlord’s financial problems. 
Dart talked to the state’s attorney’s 
office, and he is confident he is on 
solid legal ground. 

“My job as sheriff is to follow 
court orders, absolutely,” he said. 
“But I’m also in charge of making 
sure justice is being done here, and 
it is clear that justice is not being

Britain Issues Massive Bailout Plan 


‘Radical’ $88B program 
fails to calm down the 
fluctuating markets 

LONDON I Hard-hit British bank- 
ing stocks recovered Wednesday 
after the government announced 
a $88 billion plan to partly nation- 
alize major banks and promised 
to guarantee a further $438 bil- 
lion of bank loans to shore up the 
beleaguered sector amid the world 
financial crisis. 

But the drastic moves failed to 
soothe wildly fluctuating markets, 


and many shares ended the day 
sharply lower. 

Prime Minister Gordon Brown 
billed it as a “radical” plan to sta- 
bilize banks so that they could 
resume normal lending and other 
operations, rather than trying to 
buy up bad assets as the United 
States is doing. 

“All these are investments being 
made by the government which will 
earn a proper return for the tax- 
payer,” he told a news conference. 
“This support is on commercial 
terms. We expect to be rewarded 
for the support we provide.” 


At the same time, the Bank of 
England made at least $350 bil- 
lion in short-term loans available 
to banks to help restore liquidity to 
the frozen credit market. 

The Bank of England then 
announced an early surprise cut in 
its base lending rate of half a point 
to 4.5 percent. A rate cut had been 
expected, but Wednesday’s action 
was a day earlier than scheduled 
and came in concert with similar 
cuts from six central banks around 
the world, aimed at stimulating the 
global economy. 

“This is not a time for conven- 


tional thinking or outdated dogma 
but for the fresh and innovative 
intervention that gets to the heart 
of the problem,” Brown said at a 
news conference. 

Treasury chief Alistair Darling 
said the government was “abso- 
lutely not” seeking to take control 
of the banks. 

“We are not talking about run- 
ning the banks. The banks are 
going to be run as commercial 
operations, albeit with government 
help in restructuring,” he said at 
the news conference with Brown.

Defense secretary will 
press NATO allies for 
more troops, money 

BUDAPEST, HUNGARY I NATO 
allies must send either more forc- 
es or more money for the fight in 
Afghanistan, Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates will argue this week 
as he meets with NATO defense 
ministers. 

“My view is, 
for those who 
do not have sig- 
nificant troop 
commitments in 
Afghanistan ...

Gates said. 

Gates’ pitch comes as allied 
fighters are facing intense scrutiny 
and unease in the wake of a attacks 
that have killed civilians. 

On Wednesday, defense officials 
acknowledged that a new investiga- 
tion shows that U.S. strikes against 
a suspected Taliban compound in 
Afghanistan on Aug. 22 killed about 
30 civilians. Initial U.S. reports sug- 
gested that only a few civilians had

Russian Troops Begin Georgia Exit 


Soldiers stay inside 
key contested areas as 
pullout deadline nears 

KARALETl, GEORGIA | Russian troops 
pulled back from their positions 
outside Georgia’s breakaway prov- 
ince of South Ossetia but held their 
ground in contested areas, setting 
the stage for more tension between 
the two countries that waged war 
in August. 

Georgian Interior Ministry 
spokesman Shota Utiashvili told 
The Associated Press the Russian 


withdrawal was a positive move, 
but he added that Georgia wouldn’t 
consider it complete until the troops 
leave the town of Akhalgori, near 
South Ossetia, and the Kodori 
Gorge in another Moscow-backed 
breakaway province, Abkhazia. 

“We think that it’s a step in the 
right direction, but it doesn’t mean 
yet that the withdrawal is fulfilled,” 
Utiashvili said. 

Russia maintains that Akhal- 
gori is part of South Ossetia and 
considers the Kodori Gorge part 
of Abkhazia — claims that Geor- 
gia rejects. 


Russian media carried a state- 
ment by Gen. Marat Kulakhmetov, 
who is in charge of Russian troops 
near South Ossetia, saying the pull- 
out had been fully completed. 

Moscow must pull its troops 
from the buffer zones surround- 
ing the two regions by Friday 
under cease-fire agreements bro- 
kered by French President Nicolas 
Sarkozy. Earlier Wednesday, Rus- 
sia’s President Dmitry Medvedev 
said the pullout from areas out- 
side South Ossetia and Abkhazia 
would be completed by midnight.

Former S. African 
defense minister says 
new party may form 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA I 
South Africa’s former defense min- 
ister said he and other disgruntled 
members of the governing African 
National Congress party may break 
away to form a new opposition. 

Mosiuoa Lekota’s announce- 
ment, broadcast live Wednesday on 
national TV, reflects growing con- 
cern among South Africans about 
the future of the ANC, which led 
the fight to end apartheid in 1994 
and has governed South Africa 
ever since. 

Rumors that an ANC fac- 
tion was preparing to form a new 
party have abounded since ANC 
President Jacob Zuma last month 
forced Thabo Mbeki to resign as 
president of South Africa before 
his term was up. 

Lekota accused senior ANC 
leaders of being undemocratic, fan- 
ning ethnic tensions and making a 
naked grab for power. He did not 
say outright that a new party would 
be formed but said consultations 
were under way. “It seems that we 
are serving, today, divorce papers,” 
Lekota said, (ap)

3 Win Nobel in Chemistry

Scientists from Japan, 
U.S. honored for work 
on jellyfish protein 

STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN I Two Ameri- 
cans and a U.S.-based Japanese sci- 
entist won the Nobel Prize in chem- 
istry on Wednesday for research 
on a glowing jellyfish protein that 
revolutionized the ability to study 
disease and normal development 
in living organisms. 

Japan’s Osamu Shimomura, 80, 
and Americans Martin Chalfie, 61, 
and Roger Tsien, 56, shared the 
prize for discovering and develop- 
ing green fluorescent protein, or 
GFP, the Royal Swedish Academy 
of Sciences said. 

Researchers worldwide now 
use GFP to track such processes as 
the development of brain cells, the 
growth of tumors and the spread of 
cancer cells. It has let them study 
nerve cell damage from Alzheimer’s 
disease and see how insulin-produc- 
ing beta cells arise in the pancreas of 
a growing embryo, for example. 

The academy compared the 


impact of GFP on science to the 
invention of the microscope. For the 
past decade, the academy said, the 
protein has been “a guiding star for 
biochemists, biologists, medical sci- 
entists and other researchers.” 

When exposed to ultraviolet 
light, the protein glows green, so 
it can act as a tracer to expose the 
movements of other, invisible pro- 
teins it is attached to. It can also 
be used to mark particular cells 


in a tissue. 

Tsien developed GFP-like pro- 
teins that produced a variety of col- 
ors so that multiple proteins or cells 
can be followed simultaneously. 

“In one spectacular experiment, 
researchers succeeded in tagging 
different nerve cells in the brain 
of a mouse with a kaleidoscope of 
colors,” the Nobel citation said. The 
experiment was called the “brain-

Gaza Smu^ers Thriving 

Owners of tunnels 
on Gaza-Egypt border 
get help from Hamas 


RAFAH, GAZA STRIP | Gaza’s smug- 
glers are going legit: Owners of the 
scores of tunnels running under the 
Gaza-Egypt border have registered 
with the Hamas authorities, pledged 
to pay workers’ compensation and 
hooked up their operations to the 
electricity network. 

The once clandestine business 
has come out into the open. In one 
place, dozens of large tents, each 
marking a tunnel work site, were 
pitched just yards from an Egyp- 
tian watchtower beyond the bor- 
der wall. 

With the Gaza Strip’s borders 
virtually sealed by Israel and 


Egypt for the past 16 months, the 
tunnels — about 200, by conser- 
vative estimates — are among 
the territory’s main lifelines and 
are seen as vital for keeping the 
Islamic militant group Hamas

in power. 

“The tunnels have become the 
main source of commodities in 
Gaza, and every day the closure 


continues, the importance of the 
tunnels increases as well,” said Gaza 
economist Omar Shaaban. 

The underground imports — 
from refrigerators, food and clothes, 
to fuel and anti-tank rockets — help 
to keep Gaza’s economy afloat. But 
Israel says they are also building up 
Hamas’ arsenal. 

Under U.S. pressure, Egypt 
has been trying harder to clamp 
down. Egypt says it has destroyed 
scores of tunnels since Hamas’ 
violent takeover of Gaza in June 
2007 and has stepped up the 
pace after getting $28 million 
of U.S. detection equipment four 
months ago.

Protesters Vow Revenge in Thailand 


BANGKOK, THAILAND | Anti-govern- 
ment protesters vowed Wednesday 
to avenge those killed and injured 
in clashes with the police. 

Soldiers maintained an uneasy 
calm in Bangkok a day after two 
people died and more than 400 were 
injured as police attempted to break 
up protests that degenerated into 


Thailand’s worst political violence 
in more than a decade. Hundreds of 
workers swept the streets Wednesday 
around Parliament that were littered 
with debris from the riots. 

While each side accused the 
other of using excessive force, many 
pointed to the grievous wounds 
suffered by several demonstra- 


tors, including four who lost parts 
of their legs, as evidence that the 
police used heavy weapons. Police 
said they used only tear gas. 

Protesters rallied at the com- 
pound of the prime minister’s 
office, which they have occupied 
since Aug. 26. “We will not nego- 
tiate with a man who has blood on 
his hands,” said key protest leader 
Sondhi Limthongku. (ap) 
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Adoption Reviews Mulled 


D.C. measure would 
require proof parents 
are taking care of kids 

WASHINGTON I The District of 
Columbia may start requiring fami- 
lies that receive adoption subsidies 
to provide proof that the adopted 
children are being cared for, follow- 
ing the deaths of two girls who were 
one-time foster children, the head 
of the city’s child welfare agency 
said Wednesday. 

The girls’ bodies were discovered 
last month in a freezer in Maryland. 
Their mother, Renee Bowman, is 
suspected of killing her adopted 
children and is jailed on an abuse 
charge in the beating of her young- 
est daughter. She had been receiv- 
ing $2,400 a month in government 
adoption assistance — and the sti- 
pends continued long after the chil- 
dren were dead, officials say. 

Roque Gerald, the interim direc- 


tor of the Child and Family Servic- 
es Agency, said during a panel dis- 
cussion on foster care that the city 
might request that parents receiv- 
ing subsidies verify that their chil- 
dren are being immunized and are 
enrolled in school. 

Gerald cited “lessons learned 
from the recent 
deaths” in intro- 
ducing the idea, 
but cautioned 
against going too 
far in compro- 
mising the right 
of adoptive par- 
ents to privacy. 

The children had apparently 
long been isolated from the out- 
side world, and area school dis- 
tricts have no record of their ever 
being enrolled. 

D.C. Council member Tommy 
Wells, a former CFSA social work- 
er who chairs the committee with 
oversight over the agency, said he 


was considering introducing leg- 
islation to require an annual reap- 
proval process for adoptive parents 
receiving subsidies. The process 
should include a face-to-face meet- 
ing with the family, he said. 

Wells said he was “heartened” by 
Gerald’s words and that legislation 
may not be necessary if CFSA comes 
up with a plan on its own. Once an 
adoption is finalized, there generally 
is no mandatory follow-up. 

“When a kid is adopted, that 
is really a statement that he’s safe 
and has found a family with which 
he can live,” said Matthew Fraidin, 
a child welfare expert at the Uni- 
versity of the District of Columbia. 
“It’s really a statement that this is a 
family like any other.” 

That principle should be respect- 
ed, Gerald said. But he said some 
ongoing scrutiny may be appro- 
priate in cases in which the gov- 
ernment is providing a stipend.

BlackBerry Tries 
To Top the iPhone 


Company’s first-ever 
toueh-screen phone 
feels like a keyboard 

N E w YO R K I Research in Motion Ltd., 
maker of the BlackBerry, is taking 
on Apple Inc. with a touch-screen 
phone that puts a new twist on the 
technology. 

RIM is known for its e-mail-ori- 
ented phones with large keypads. 
With the new model, the Storm, 
announced Wednesday, RIM is for 
the first time giving up the physical 
keypad in favor of a large screen, just 
like the one on Apple’s iPhone. 

But RIM has listened to users 
who find the iPhone’s glass screen 
awkward to type on because its 
virtual buttons provide no tactile 
feedback. The Storm’s whole screen 
is backed by springs, and when 
pressed, it gives under the finger. 

The long-rumored Storm will be 
available from Verizon Wireless in 
the United States and from Voda- 
fone Group PLC overseas before the 
holidays, the companies said. No 
price has been disclosed yet. 

In an unusual twist, the phone 
will work both on Verizon Wire- 
less’ network and on Vodafone’s,

Where It Stops, No Investor Knows 


Wall Street is taking 
trillions in losses, and 
there’s no end in sight 

CHICAGO I The bear market that 
is ravaging investor portfolios is 
now one of the worst in modern 
U.S. history and has wiped out 
more than $7 trillion in share- 
holder value, with no bottom 
clearly in sight. 

When it will stop and how far it 
will drop, no one can predict with 


any accuracy — a painful uncer- 
tainty underscored by Wall Street’s 
giddy mood at the moment the steep 
descent began. 

A year ago Thursday, Wall Street 
was celebrating the fifth anniversa- 
ry of a bull market that had created 
$10 trillion in shareholder wealth 
since 2002. The Dow Jones indus- 
trial average and the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index hit all-time highs 
on Oct. 9, 2007. 

A headline in USA Today cap- 
tured the prevailing sentiment:

“Market’s run could keep going 
for a while.” 

In fact, the party was over. 
The subprime mortgage problem 
that was laid bare by a decline in 
home values developed into a much 
broader credit crisis that toppled 
giant banks and financial institu- 
tions alike. 

Panicked investors have been 
fleeing from stocks. The S&P Index 
is down 37 percent from its peak 
of 1,565 a year ago, closing at 985 
on Wednesday, and the Dow has 


tumbled 35 percent, from 14,164 
to 9,256. 

The magnitude of the decline is 
close to the of the dot-com collapse 
that struck earlier this decade, but this 
time, it’s not just retirement accounts 
and stock portfolios that are being 
hurt. Increasingly, the availability of 
loans and credit is drying up, too. 

“When you have an environment 
like this where the crisis is so deeply 
rooted from the credit standpoint, 
it adds an extra layer of ambiguity 
and ultimately of uncertainty,” said 
Mark Freeman, portfolio manager 
for Westwood Holdings Group Inc. 
“That is what the markets are strug- 
gling with.” DAVE CARPENTER (AP)

When Washington Redskins line- 
backers meet to discuss an upcom- 
ing opponent, H.B. Blades takes 
charge. Middle linebacker London 
Fletcher temporarily cedes his lead- 
ership role to Blades, a second-year 
player who in the meeting room 
makes the play calls Fletcher does 
during games. 

Fletcher does not need help, 
Washington’s coaches said, but 
with Blades, who plays all three 
linebacker positions, having sig- 
nificant responsibility, imitating 
Fletcher is just part of his job. 

A sixth-round draft pick, con- 
sidered undersized for his posi- 
tion, Blades has had an unexpected 
impact on the Redskins’ defense, 
emerging as a key contributor while 
filling in for injured teammates. 


Blades has played often this 
season in place of Marcus Wash- 
ington, slowed by recurring ham- 


string problems, displaying an 
understanding of the game that 
belies his experience, coaches and 


teammates said. They attribute 
that to his family’s strong ties to 
the game. Blades’ father, Bennie 
Blades, and uncle, Brian Blades, 
were NFL standouts, and another 
uncle, A1 Blades, also played in the 
league. (A1 Blades died in an auto- 
mobile accident after his second sea- 
son.) H.B. Blades — H.B. stands for 
Horatio Benedict — has responded 
well while shouldering much for 
someone with little experience in 
the league. Even if Blades is not in 
the starting lineup Sunday against 
the St. Louis Rams (0-4) at FedEx 
Field, he said he would prepare to 
fill several roles. 

“From Wednesday to kickoff, 
I prepare myself like I’m going 
to play just because things hap- 
pen,” Blades said. “If I’m not pre- 
paring like a starter, then I’m not 
going to be fully mentally into it. 
When my opportunities come, I 
have to take advantage of them.”

At 40 years old, the question of 
whether Stover is wearing out in his 
19th season has been raised. 


Does he still have it? Or is Sto- 
ver past his prime? 

“I’m not concerned with Matt’s 
age,” Ravens coach John Har- 
baugh said. “He’s kicked very well 
in practice, and even the balls he’s 
missed he’s hit very well. So, it’s not 
like he’s losing leg strength. So, it’s 
not so much age as it is knocking it 
through the uprights. Sometimes, 
Matt is thinking about the direc- 
tion of the kick and things like that 
instead of just punching it right 
between the sticks.” 

“That does let you know you can 
fight through this, but that doesn’t 
mean it’s easy,” Stover said. 

“What John said was exact- 
ly right. Matt needs to be Matt. 
Don’t get out there and think too 
much. Just go out there and kick 
the ball.” 

Stover missed a 45-yard try with 
10 seconds left in the first half of 
the Ravens’ 13-10 loss to the Ten- 
nessee Titans. 

“I missed that Reid goal because 
I lined up wrong and I kicked it 
where I lined up,” Stover said. “You 
learn from that and move on.” (ap)

“Last year was a disappointing 
year, so we’re building it from the 
ground up,” Lrank said. “Vince is 
your best player and he obvious- 


ly sets the tone. When your best 
player is a high-character guy 
who works extremely hard and is 
extremely unselfish and commits 
himself on both ends of the floor, 
it sets a tone for everybody else 
to follow.” 

The Heat fared even worse last 
season in posting a dismal 15-67 
record after going 0-7 in the pre- 
season. 

The Heat plays the Nets again 
on Sunday in London, part of the 
annual NBA Europe Live tour. Also, 
the New Orleans Hornets face the 
Washington Wizards in Berlin on 
Tuesday, and three days later in Bar- 
celona, Spain.

IOC to Retest Beijing Blood Samples 


0 LY M P I C S 1 The International Olym- 
pic Committee will retest all doping 
samples from the Beijing Games 
to check for traces of a new blood- 
boosting drug. 

The unprecedented move, 
announced Wednesday, is designed 
to search for a banned substance 
that was only recently detected 
during retesting of samples from 
the Tour de Lrance. 

The Beijing samples — across 


all sports — are being sent to the 
World Anti-Doping Agency accred- 
ited laboratory in Lausanne, IOC 
spokeswoman Emmanuelle Moreau 
said. 

The IOC conducted more than 
5,000 drug tests during the Bei- 
jing Games. 

The samples will be reopened 
and tested for CERA, a new gener- 
ation of the endurance-enhancing 
hormone EPO. 


The substance boosts an ath- 
lete’s performance by increasing 
the number of oxygen-rich blood 
cells. 

Details of the testing procedure 
are under discussion with WADA, 
Moreau said. 

The decision comes after a new 
lab test used by the Lrench Anti- 
Doping Agency detected CERA 
during retesting of samples from 
Tour de Lrance riders, (ap)

Armstrong Cleared for Comeback 


Cycling s governing 
body relaxes rules for 
Australian road race 

CYCLING I Cycling’s governing body 
is relaxing its rules to allow Lance 
Armstrong to make his come- 
back at a road race in Australia 
in January. 

The International Cycling 
Union said the seven-time Tour de 
France champion can compete in 
the Jan. 20-25 Tour Down Under, 
his first race since coming out of 
retirement after three years.

rules would not have allowed the 
37-year-old Texan to compete until 
Feb. 1, 2009, six months after he 
filed paperwork with the U.S. 
Anti-Doping Agency. 

But the UCI said Wednesday 
that Armstrong could return early 
because its drug-testing standards 
have improved since the rule was 
drawn up four years ago. 

“Riders are now subject to a 
much-reinforced system of mon- 
itoring compared to that of the 
past,” the governing body said in 
a statement. 

“Lance Armstrong has and 
will be the subject of very strict 


monitoring throughout the peri- 
od running up to his return to 
the peloton.” 

Armstrong’s comeback is meant 
to draw attention to his global 
campaign to fight cancer, a dis- 
ease he survived before winning 
seven straight Tours from 1999 
to 2005. 

It is also a defiant stand against 
critics who doubt he could have 
achieved those victories without 
the use of performance-enhanc- 
ing drugs. 

Now he is liable to be test- 
ed at any time without notice 
and will have his own biologi- 
cal passport as part of a UCI- 
backed initiative to moni- 
tor possible doping offenses.

G 0 L F I Tiger Woods could be bring- 
ing professional golf back to the 
Philadelphia area. 

Members at Aronimink Golf 
Club in suburban Philadelphia are 
to vote Oct. 15 on whether to accept 
a proposal to host Woods’ AT&T 
National for two years, in 2010 and 
2011, while Congressional Country 
Club undergoes renovation for the 
2011 U.S. Open. 

The vote comes after near- 
ly a year of discussions between 
Aronimink board members and 
officials from the tournament and 
the Tiger Woods Foundation, which 
benefits from the event. 

“It looks very favorable right 
now,” said Greg McLaughlin, the 
tournament director and execu- 
tive director of the foundation. 


“They keep telling me everyone is 
excited about it, so I’m cautiously 
optimistic that we’ll receive a favor- 
able report.” 

The AT&T National will be 
played at Congressional in 2009.

A Raw Renewal 


Bill Murray opens up 
about divorce as he 
readies for ‘Ember’ 

HONEST I The deadpan and 
depressed characters Bill Murray 
has specialized in portraying as an 
actor in recent years have always 
stood in contrast to the life-of-the- 
party guy he is in real life — whether 
on a golf course or shuttling people 


around downtown Stockholm in a 
golf cart, as he did last year. 

But Murray said he identified 
anew with those characters when 
his wife of nearly 11 years filed for 
divorce in May. In the papers filed 
by Jennifer Butler Murray, she 
alleged that Murray abused her 
and was addicted to alcohol and 
marijuana. 

“That was devastating,” Murray 
said. “That was the worst thing that 


ever happened to me.” 

Though the freshness of such a 
wound would keep many Hollywood 
stars far away from the press, Mur- 
ray, 58, came to New York from his 
home upstate to help publicize “City 
of Ember,” a film opening Friday in 
which he co-stars along with Saoirse 
Ronan and Tim Robbins. 

About a city forged underground 
because of environmental destruc- 
tion on Earth’s surface, it’s a kind of 


somber, underworld “Jetsons” — and 
a clear metaphor of contemporary 
concerns. Murray plays the city’s 
mayor, a lackadaisically corrupt 
but popular figure. 

Though not as substantial as 
some of Murray’s best roles — Bob 
Harris in “Lost in Translation,” Don 
Johnston in “Broken Flowers,” Phil 
Connors in “Groundhog Day” — it’s 
still a typically lively, self-aware per- 
formance; you expect him to wink 
at the camera at any moment. 

The film was shot in Belfast, Ire- 
land, before the divorce, which was 
finalized in June. The months after 
have been ones of depression for the 
comedian. The court decided that 
the couple’s four children will live 
with their mother, while Murray 
has visitation rights and will pay 
child support. 

In a forthright conversation, 
Murray rarely struck a tone of bit- 
terness about the breakup, but rather 
spoke with watery eyes of a tremen- 
dously painful summer trying to rec- 
oncile himself with the divorce: “I 
was just dead, just broken.” 

But Murray said he’s begun 
building himself back up, and one 
of the first steps was coming out to 
discuss “City of Ember” — and even 
attend the premiere. 

“I’ve had a great deal of success 
in life — not just money or fame or 
anything like that — I just feel like 
I’ve done well in many areas of life,” 
he said. “I’ve learned howto live, and 
I think I’ve learned things about liv- 
ing. It’s almost like, ‘OK, you learned 
that much; now let’s try this. Let’s 
see how you can do if this happens

Latin music duo bring 
more world sounds 
in their third release 

LISTEN UP I Being a maverick can 
be extremely cool. Just look at Calle 
13. The duo, made up of half-broth- 
ers Rene Perez (aka Residente) and 
Eduardo Cabra (aka Visitante), 
burst onto the Latin music scene 
with their 2006 self-titled debut, 
a mix of urban and alternative 
that was ostensibly reggaeton but 


whose witty, literary lyrics, electron- 
ic loops, and acoustic percussion 
defied the genre’s definition. 

Their third release, “Los de Atras 
Vienen Conmigo,” due out Oct. 21 
on Sony BMG, is a mix of urban and 
alternative that sees Calle 13 collab- 
orating with the likes of Mexican 
alt group Cafe Tacvba and Ruben 
Blades. Tracks like “Que Lloren,” 
which pokes fun at reggaeton and 
pop culture figures, are outright 
hilarious, strongly reaffirming Calle 
13’s standing as an urban act.

Now, She’s 
A Believer 


Yvette Fielding hunts 
for the paranormal on 
‘Most Haunted Live’ 

G H 0 S T S I October has arrived, and 
’tis the season to be spooked. Sure, 
there are bundles of fake blood- 
coated horror movies that might do 
the trick, but if you’re in the mood 
for something more authentic, turn 
to the Travel Channel. This Friday 
night, you can spend the whole eve- 
ning covered in goose bumps cour- 
tesy of “Most Haunted Live: Gettys- 
burg” (8 p.m.), a mammoth episode 
of the hit series “Most Haunted.” 

Hosted by the charming Brit- 
ish TV personality Yvette Fielding, 
the seven-hour broadcast will be 
coming live from Gettysburg, Pa., 
to viewers. As the site of the dead- 
liest episode of the Civil War, the 
battlefield and town are allegedly 
teeming with paranormal activity. 
“There are some amazing stories 
from the people who live there,” says 
Fielding. “And so many of them. . . . 
How can all those people be wrong 
or mad?” 

Fielding explains that she’ll be 
moving among six locations in and 
around Gettysburg, traveling with a 


psychologist, a medium and a team 
of investigators. They’ll be hauling 
night-vision cameras and thermal- 
imaging devices. What are they hop- 
ing to find? “The best thing would 
be to capture an image or a face. 
We’re also looking for electronic 
voice phenomena. Something else 
that’s very common is tapping or 
knocking,” she says. 

The draw for many viewers, she 
notes, is the active role they can take 
in hunting for such images, voices 
and taps. Eight live webcams will 
be installed in various locations, 
so viewers can keep tabs on all the 
sites via the Travel Channel’s Web 
site and text in if they spot anything. 
Some even prefer to fax in drawings 
of the images they see. No matter 
how the message is delivered. Field- 
ing is certain that viewers’ tips will 
be invaluable to the search.

Parisians give visitors 
personalized tours of 
their city — for free 

The city of light has an unfortu- 
nate blight: the locals’ reputation 
for rudeness. That’s why a group 
of friendly Parisians have banded 
together to show complete strang- 
ers around their Paris, the one not 
found in travel books — for free. 

And forget stereotypes of the 
francais-only French. The Paris 
Greeters are happy to speak Eng- 
lish, or nine other languages of your 
choosing. 

These local volunteers are not 
certified tour guides, but regular 
folks eager to show off delicacies 
at their favorite boulangerie, or 
point out a tranquil park perfect 
for watching autumn shades fill 
in the famous skyline. 

“I’ve always heard my American 
friends say things like, ‘Paris is won- 
derful — except for the Parisians,”’ 
says volunteer Christian Ragil.

“And I always wanted to do some- 
thing about it.” When he retired, he 
decided to join the Greeters, which 
has grown since its inception a year 
ago into 120 volunteers who have 
guided 1,100 visitors. 

His visit starts out at the Troca- 
dero, where tourists flock to admire 
an unparalleled view of the Eiffel 
Tower across the Seine River. But 
instead of focusing on the monu- 


ment, he turns his back on it to 
show a young woman from Seoul 
the striking 1930s architecture sur- 
rounding them. 

He then takes his visitor on a 
leisurely two-hour walk around a 
residential, tourist-free area, point- 
ing out architectural marvels along 
the way. 

“It was very much like walking 
with a friend of yours you hadn’t 
seen for a while,” said Steve Bern- 
stein, a 62-year-old retiree from 
San Diego who recently followed 
Ragil’s tour. 

When a visitor asks for culinary 
guidance, Ragil whips out a secret 
list of Greeter volunteers’ favorite 
restaurants — ones you won’t find 
in travel guides. The visit ends, as

many Paris afternoons do, over a 
cup of steaming coffee in a side- 
walk cafe. 

The visits are as eclectic as Paris’ 
neighborhoods. Some greeters will 
ride bicycles around town with you. 
Others will help you sift through 
antique shops, let you into local 
artists’ studios or have you taste 
the best pastries in the city. 

The program is based on the 
original in another city famed for 
its inhospitable locals — New York. 
Similar programs are also found in 
several U.S. states, Australia, Brit- 
ain, Argentina, Canada and the 
Netherlands. 

A not-for-profit, the Paris Greet- 
ers was launched in July 2007 with 
help from the city government. 

“City officials wanted to change 
the image tourists have of Parisians,” 
said Dominique Cotta, president of 
the Paris Greeters. “We wanted to 
show that the city was not just old 
stones but also had human capital: 
small bistros, restaurants, culture.

tourists hungrily rushing through 
a new city. 

“It was a much more relaxed 
tour. You didn’t have the pressure 
of going to the Eiffel Tower and tell- 
ing yourself, 1 can only stay here for 
half an hour because then I have to 
go run to the Louvre.’” 

Following in Paris’ footsteps, a 
second Greeters program recently 
launched in Nantes, in western 
France. 

The Paris Greeters are being 
flooded with requests. They jumped 
from 18 visitors in their first month 
to 146 visitors in July. 

Organization has proved increas- 
ingly difficult, with only one sala- 
ried employee, and a high rate of 
last-minute visitor cancellations and 
no-shows. Cotta hopes to recruit 
private sponsors and new volun- 
teers later this year. 

To meet a Paris Greeter, sign up 
at least two weeks in advance. Note 
that Greeters will not accept any 
tips but will expect you to pay for 
their transportation fares. 

And whatever you may have 
heard about Parisians, you might 
just come home with a new saying. 
As Spanish tourist Marina Iglesias 
succinctly told her greeter: “Paris 
— and the Parisians — are wonder- 
ful.” GAELLE FAURE (AP)

When a Pet Dies 

LINDA ANDERSON, co-founder of 
Angel Animals Network, an organiza- 
tion dedicated to helping people dis- 
cover and benefitfrom the powers of 
animals, was online Wednesday to talk 
about dealing with the loss of a pet. 

I lost my beloved dog in 2006 after 
18 years. I believe he’s in heaven. 

Do you? 

I actually do believe this is true. 
Only the physical body is gone. 
The spirit lives on and, of course, 
the love you shared will never die. 
Sometimes people see the animal 
in a vivid dream and are reassured 
that the pet is OK. So, pay atten- 
tion to your dreams! 

What’s the best way to comfort 


your pet when its best buddy pass- 
es away? I had two dogs and am left 
with one very sad pup. 

There are several things you can 
do. It might sound unusual, but sit 
down with the surviving pet and 
tell him/her everything what hap- 
pened as if you were explaining it 
to a child. Don’t change the pet’s 
routines. When he/she is playing or 
perking up, reward with affection 
and your attention. If it’s possible, 
consider another animal compan- 
ion, preferably younger than the sur- 
vivor. You’ll know if the pet would 
relish a new relationship after the 
initial getting-used-to period. 

I lost my cat who was about 14 
years old last week — she was very 
healthy for her age — until last 
week, when she began to show 
signs of not being well and then 
deteriorated very quickly. We ended 
up having to put her down, and I am 


so sad. I miss her more than I ever 
thought I would, and I’m beginning 
to feel guilty and wondering wheth- 
er there is anything I could have or 
should have done differently. 

When you’ve had a pet for a long 
time, you are losing one of your very 
best friends at her death. Under- 
stand that you are going through 
the process of grieving. It’s messy. It 
lasts as long as it lasts. The feelings 
of guilt and regret are actually part 
of the healing. Try making a list of 
everything you did to show your pet 
that you loved her. Then read it over. 
You’ll know that you gave your very 
best and your pet appreciated it. Try 
talking with people who understand. 
Don’t talk about this with people 
who are insensitive.

RACHEL WHITEREAD 

broke new ground 
in contemporary 
art when she burst 
onto the scene 
with “Ghost,” the 
30 -year-old artist’s expansion on 
author Virginia Woolf’s elusive 
concept of having a “room of one’s 
own.” 

For this work, she cast an entire 
living space out of plaster. The room 
measures 9 feet wide, 11 34 feet high 
and 10 feet deep, and shows signs of 
having been lived in and abandoned 
— it’s a haunted husk of humanity. 
The residue of memories and expe- 
riences seem to hang and weigh in 
the room like the swatches of wall- 
paper and flecks of paint peeling 
from the walls, insinuating their 
former vibrancy. It’s impossible 


not to populate the solid but empty 
space with memories of one’s own 
— in essence, to move in. 

On Sunday, as part of the free 
Diamonstein-Spielvogel Lecture 
Series, which allows artists to dis- 
cuss their work, Whiteread will 
talk about her career and artwork 
in general and “Ghost” in particu- 
lar with Molly Donovan, associate 
curator of modern and contempo- 
rary art, at the National Gallery 
of Art, where “Ghost” haunts the 
East Building. 

Where did “Ghost” come from? 

I made “Ghost” when I was an 
unknown, penniless artist. I clear- 
ly remember applying for grants to 
fund the making of it and, at that 
point, I wrote a statement describ- 
ing how I wanted to mummify the 
air in a room. I made the sculpture 
to make the concept tangible. 

You won the coveted Turner Prize

I approached it in the way I would 
make a drawing.

‘Inishmore’ is morbid 
Irish comedy at its 
most, uh, immersive 

STAGE I Atrip to see Signature The- 
atre’s new production of “The Lieu- 
tenant of Inishmore” is a bit like 
sitting in the “splash zone” at Sea 
World. Instead of getting doused 
with saltwater by dolphins, you’re 
getting sprayed with blood from 
gunshot victims. 

The Washington premiere of 
Martin McDonagh’s extraordi- 
narily dark comedy will give audi- 
ence members an opportunity to 
laugh even though their jaws have 
dropped. 

The story begins with a dead cat 
in the Irish town of Inishmore. The 
cat belongs to Padraic (Karl Mill- 
er), a psychotic terrorist with the 


Irish Liberation Army who has no 
problem tearing out the toenails of 
an accused drug dealer, but can’t 
bear the prospect of living with- 


out his kitty. 

When Padraic pays a visit to his 
father, Donny (John Lescault), to 
see the poor animal (which he has 


been told is just faring “poorly”), 
he is greeted with a more compli- 
cated set of characters and events 
than he bargained for. 

McDonagh’s play, performed on 
a misguidingly idyllic Irish country 
set, combines ironic, witty dialogue 
with game-changing plot twists 
to keep the play moving along at 
a rapid clip. 

According to director Jeremy 
Skidmore, McDonagh “always 
pulls his audiences into aggres- 
sive worlds. And with the ultra- 
adrenaline pumped into this play, 
I think that everyone sitting in the 
112-seat Ark should ready them- 
selves for a real ‘in-your-face’ expe- 
rience.’”

When ‘Macbeth’ 
meets ‘The Simpsons/ 
it’s lay on, Duff Beer! 

STAGE I In Rick Miller’s version of 
“Macbeth,” no one would eat haggis 
— they’d eat Krustyburgers. And no 
wine, either: they’ll iust take some 
Duff Beer. 

Miller’s one-man show, 
“MacHomer,” casts characters from 
“The Simpsons” in Shakespeare’s 
notoriously dark play about murder- 
ous ambition. Using little more than 
some simple staging, a few props 
and Macbeth’s cauldron (actually 
a slipcovered television). Miller 
performs the entire adapted play 
himself, using 85 percent of Shake- 
speare’s original words. 

The play lends itself well, he 
says.

“‘Macbeth’ is a pretty simple, 
straightforward story. It’s probably 
one of the shorter tragedies — it 
seems to fit very well with this one 
dysfunctional family doing another 
dysfunctional family.” 

In “MacHomer,” Homer Simpson 
embodies the role of the title char- 
acter, the Scottish nobleman who 
murders the king in order to ascend 
to the throne. Miller’s cast includes 
Marge Simpson as Lady Macbeth, 
Barney Gumble as Macduff, and 
millionaire Montgomery Burns as 
Duncan, the king. All in all. Miller 
mimics more than 50 voices from 
the “Simpsons” universe. 

According to Miller, mixing 
“The Simpsons” and Shakespeare 
isn’t a heretical gesture toward the 
classics. 


“I know a lot of people don’t 
realize that Shakespeare was pop 
culture at the time,” he said. “He 
had, to me, the kind of creative 
mind that would have really liked 
the satire of ‘The Simpsons.’ Going 
to a Shakespeare play at the time 
wasn’t a calm, reverential event the 
way it is now. It was much bawdier, 
and it brought together all kinds of 
different people.” 

Miller began his production of 
“MacHomer” as a joke. Playing the 
role of Murderer Number Two for a 
touring Canadian company in 1995, 
he entertained fellow cast members 


by reciting lines from the play in 
voices from “The Simpsons.” 

Those impressions turned into 
a five-minute skit with cardboard 
puppets, eventually evolving into 
a full-fledged one-man show that 
has kept Miller touring for 12 years 
(his upcoming trip to the Woolly 
Mammoth Theatre is the first time 
he’s toured in Washington, D.C. 
in almost 10 years). He even got 
“Simpsons” creator Matt Groen- 
ing’s blessing to keep performing 
the show after meeting him at the 
Edinburgh Fringe Festival. 

Miller said educators and Shake- 


speare devotees are some of his big- 
gest supporters. 

“Not only does the show promote 
‘The Simpsons’ — in a time when 
they’re not getting as much press as 
they used to — but also it’s a great 
show for high school kids or people 
who hate Shakespeare,” he said. 

“Teachers love the show. It’s 
one of the reasons I keep doing it. 
It’s a silly show, but ultimately it’s 
a way of bringing Shakespeare to 
people who would otherwise never 
step into a darkened theater. It’s a 
good introduction; it’s a way to give 
Shakespeare a chance.” 


Not only does Miller cast the most 
well-known Springfield residents in 
the production, but he also incorpo- 
rates lesser-known characters from 
the show. Devotees of “The Simp- 
sons” will remember characters like 
Bleeding Gums Murphy, Ground- 
skeeper Willie and the Comic Book 
Guy. Miller says he likes to liken the 
production to “The Simpsons’” Hal- 
loween episodes, where all the char- 
acters lose their context and can fill 
any sort of role.

One of his most inspired choices 
was to cast drunken barfly Barney 
Gumble as Macduff, the man who 
eventually slays Macbeth. Miller 
sees Barney as a complex, tragic 
character corrupted by alcoholism. 
He’s a virtuous man underneath, as 
evidenced by an art film he made 
about drinking that featured a quote 
from “Othello.” 

While “MacHomer” has treated 
him well over the past dozen years. 
Miller isn’t interested in being a one- 
trick pony. Despite joking that he 
could create other “Simpsons”-in- 
spired adaptations like “Othell-doh!,” 
“Mmmm ... Hamlet” and “King 
Beer,” he would rather diversify. 

“I don’t really want to become, 
for the rest of my life, the guy who 
does ‘The Simpsons’ doing Shake- 
speare, and you just see the next 
version of the same joke.” 

Still, he enjoys performing in 
front of the mixed crowds the show 
attracts. “We really get all kinds 
of people, from TV fanatics who 
never go to the theater to hardened 
Shakespeare addicts — people who 
love Shakespeare and want to see 
something different.” 

In addition to “MacHomer” 
shows. Miller is also the artistic 
director of WYRD productions 
which has presented two of his 
solo shows: “Art?” and “Slightly 
Bent.” He’s also the host of ABC’s 
prime-time series “Just for Laughs.”

Girl Talk constructs 
supersonic collages 
from pop’s flotsam 

MUSIC I Forget mash-ups. Gregg 
Gillis’ sound collages are the sonic 
equivalent of found art, cleverly 
layering dozens of samples over 
funky beats to create whole new 
tracks. Gillis, who records under 
the moniker Girl Talk, has gotten 
a lot of attention over the past few 
years for his delightfully disrespect- 
ful remolding of half-forgotten pop 
tunes and rap tracks. 

His use of samples maybe unau- 
thorized, but maybe that’s what 
makes them so much fun. On his 
latest release, “Feed the Animals,” 
he arguably improves Tag Team’s 
booty shakin’ “Whoomp! (There It 
Is)” by layering it over Big Country’s 
“In a Big Country,” before throwing 
in Genesis and the Cardigans. It’s 
fun for both the dance floor and 
music geeks. 

“I think calling it ‘pop music 
sound collage’ is vague but accu- 
rate,” says Gillis, who plays a sold- 
out 9:30 Club gig Friday. “There’s 
definitely a mash-up influence, but

the traditional mash-up is two songs 
together. From my end, there’s tons 
of elements, plus I make a lot of my 
own beats. It’s more a production 
sound than a DJ sound.” 

Making the trivial trippy (and 
vice versa) is the whole point, he 
says. Gillis got his start in experi- 
mental music, but found musicians 
kept “recycling the same ideas.” So, 


he defied expectations by recontex- 
tualizing pop and picking a delib- 
erately “over-thertop” name. 

“I was playing with a lot of other 
laptop artists at that time with 
names like X2_Alpha. It was very 
inhuman. I wanted to take the 
opposite approach. I wanted some- 
thing that sounded like a 10 -year- 
old girl’s band name.” 

Gillis himself is a paradox. He’s 
a Case Western Reserve Univer- 
sity graduate who tossed aside his 
biomedical engineering degree to 
launch a musical career in which 
he sometimes strips off his clothes 
onstage. He crafts high-tech studio 
sounds for gigs and then conceives 
albums from what works live. 

“I try to work within Top 40, 
so that’s endless source material. 
I sample bits and pieces, and inte- 
grate small things into the show 
that are new. Depending on the 
response, I may stick with some- 
thing, or change it up, or never use 
it again.” tony sclafani

Workers Blues 


The Labor FilmFest 
tips a hat to us, the 
world’s wage-earners 

F I L M I Labor Day was a few weeks 
ago, but the Eighth annual D.C. 
Labor FilmFest still seems timely. 
The AFI Silver is now billing the 
fest as “Real Films for Hard Times” 
to appeal to those moviegoers who 
aren’t expecting a check from Sec- 
retary Paulson. 

Assuming you’ve still got a bank 
and some money left in it, you’ve 
got lots of options. If your sense of 
humor needs a bailout, “Kabluey” 
features a schlub who’s forced to 
support his in-laws by dressing as 
the pathetic foam-rubber mascot 
of a failing Internet company while 
his brother fights in Iraq. (No, it’s 
not a documentary.) 

For even purer physical humor, 
check out a restored print of 1936’s 
silent classic “Modern Times” and 
watch Charlie Chaplin literally 
become a cog in the machine, as 
well as mistake cocaine for salt 
and accidentally lead a communist 
demonstration. (If anyone had the 


clout to flout the Production Code, 
it was Chaplin.) 

If this year’s fest has a star, it’s 
Iranian-American director Ramin 
Bahrani, who after only two fea- 
tures has already mastered gritty- 
but-uplifting neorealism and who

mostly uses non-actors. “Man Push 
Cart” (featured at the 2006 Labor 
FilmFest) put Bahrani on the map 
with its tale of a Pakistani pop star- 
turned-New York City street ven- 
dor, and lead actor Ahmad Razvi 
garnered several awards for his 
performance despite having no 
acting background. 

Razvi returns in 2007’s “Chop 
Shop,” though the star here is Ale- 


jandro, an orphan whose home is 
the strip of auto -repair shops and 
scrap yards in the shadow of what 
was Shea Stadium. 

Washington, D.C., isn’t exactly 
a “Norma Rae” kind of town; with 
cube-dwellers predominating, 
office humor always goes over well 
here. So it’s no surprise that the 
fest will have multiple showings 
of Mike Judge’s box- office-bomb - 
turned-cult-classic “Office Space,” 
which, aside from the Michael Bol- 
ton reference, remains as relevant 
as it was in 1999. 

Underneath the Ron Livings- 
ton and Jennifer Aniston romance, 
there are mindless TPS reports 
{with cover sheets), a scene of 
wanton printer destruction and 
more quotable lines than “The 
Big Lebowski.” You don’t need 
to wear any flair, though you do 
need to show up if you want to win 
the red Swingline stapler raffle.

A Soloist 
Is Alone 
At Last 

Jacky Terrasson had 
all the accolades — 
now he has a solo CD 

MUSIC I Jacky Terrasson, for all 
his accomplishments and critical 
acclaim, took a curiously long time 
to release a solo piano album. 

“I feel totally comfortable being 
in front of an audience and play- 
ing for two hours,” Terrasson says. 
“On the other hand, being in the 
studio and playing for nobody but 
myself feels weird. Solo piano is a 
real self-conscious thing. I kept tell- 
ing myself. Well, if I work on this 
thing for another three months. I’ll 
be better, or maybe I can change a 
few things here.’” 

Needless to say, the thing got 
done. “Mirror” balances decon- 
structions of jazz chestnuts like 
Juan Tizol’s “Caravan” and Ray 
Noble’s “Cherokee” with memo- 
rable originals such as the torrent 
“Tragic Mulatto Blues” and the 
quicksilver title track. It’s another 
benchmark for Terrasson, who’s 
been a lot of jazz critics’ darling

since winning the 1993 Theloni- 
ous Monk Institute International 
Piano Competition. 

The halfFrench/half African- 
American Terrasson will perform 
solo at Bohemian Caverns. This 
show, sponsored by the Alliance 
Frangaise de Washington, will 
highlight much of the material 
from “Mirror” as well as newer 
compositions. He also promises to 
venture into territory with no pre- 
script at all. 

“I’m trying to leave more and 
more space for just improvisation 
— just go from one moment and see 
where else I can go.” john murph

The 1980s’ most 
enigmatic art-punks 
are as timely as ever 

MUSIC I It’s hard for an abstract, 
brainy art-punk band to get out 
in front of its fans, who after all, 
come pre-loaded with an ability 
to process the unusual. 

Over a three-decade career 
punctuated by two hiatuses. Wire 
has thrown its followers with both 
returns, only to regain them when 
it sank in that, however different 
the latest version was, it was still 
Wire and unlike anything else 
out there. 

Following what frontman Colin 
Newman calls “a war of attrition 
with our ex-management,” guitarist 
Bruce Gilbert left the fold in 2004. 
Unlike when drummer Robert Grey 
(aka Gotobed) stayed home while 
the band explored electronic beats 
in the early ’90s, Gilbert probably 
isn’t coming back. 

Newman sounds regretful but 
unbowed. “I think the basic thing 


is this: Wire is more valuable than 
to be just a footnote in history and 
consigned there because of what 
some people’s attitudes are towards 


it,” he says. “As it were, we are the 
defenders of Wire.” 

That’s not arrogance talking. 
The fact is that some of the fin- 


est moments of bands as differ- 
ent as Minor Threat, R.E.M. and 
Fischerspooner aren’t complete- 
ly theirs. “12XU,” “Strange” and 


“The 15th,” respectively, were Wire 
songs first. 

What Newman, Grey and bass- 
ist-lyricist Graham Lewis under- 
stand — as only guys who once 
hired a cover band to open their 
shows with a set of their old songs 
can — is that maintaining Wire as a 
forward-thinking proposition is no 
job to outsource. (Although Laika’s 
Margaret Fiedler McGinnis does 
serve as tour guitarist.) 

“It’s not really a matter of chang- 
ing style,” Newman says. “[The 
band] reflects the age it’s operat- 
ing in. So the records in the ’70s 
have something of the ’70s about 
them. ... By the mid-’80s, there was 
a whole revolution in the way the 
music was being made.” 

“Object 47,” the new album 
named for its position in the band’s 
catalog, melds the processed gui- 
tar and upfront melody of Wire’s 
’80s phase with the brittle metro- 
nomic drive of its earlier material. 
The resulting synthesis both evades 
and embraces pop norms. 

“There’s always been a desire 
to work with whatever’s con- 
temporary,” says Newman.

Traveling on a very important 
mission to get Betsy Bear’s (Emily 
Levey) grandma her increasingly 
tardy birthday card. Lowly Worm (a 
puppet) squirms to the airport then 
onto a train and finally arrives by 
boat at spunky of Grandma Bear’s 
(Tiernan Madorno) house. 

Meanwhile, the curious cat 
Huckle (lovably played by Matthew 
A. Anderson) holds down the cen- 
tral focus as he tries and tries again 
to bake a cake like he promised for 
his pal Betsy’s grandma.

What Lies Beneath 



A clothing mishap 
exposes ugly truths 
in The Underpants’ 

STAGE I It’s the day of the king’s 
parade. All the king’s horses and all 
the king’s men are in town. Every- 
one in Dusseldorf is out. And they 
all just saw Louise Maske’s under- 
pants fall down. 

“No one even noticed!” Louise 
(Allison McLemore) says to her hus- 
band, the ultra-uptight government 
clerk and sometimes-misogynist 
Theo (James Beneduce). But Louise 
is proven wrong when the incident 
stirs up a bit of madness in Dussel- 
dorf, with everyone getting their 
respective panties in a twist. 

Olney Theater’s “The Under- 
pants” has all the elements one 
might expect from a Steve Martin 
adaptation. The characters are goofy 
yet expressive, the sexual innuen- 
dos are unconcealed, the physical 
humor is fantastically wacky, and 


the jokes are relevant. Martin’s ver- 
sion of Carl Sternheim’s 1910 play 
contextualizes themes of sexual 
repression, religiosity, discrimina- 


tion and women’s rights in a manner 
that rings true — and funny — to 
modern audiences. 

When Louise is bombarded by 


male attention following her undies- 
mishap, her repressed desires reflect 
the extent to which her husband 
oppresses her. Theo responds by 


exploiting that attention to rent the 
extra room in their home to Lou- 
ise’s quirky suitors. 

The suitors introduce more social 
issues. Benjamin Cohen calls him- 
self “Cohen-with-a-k” to hide the 
fact that he’s Jewish, while Frank 
Versati shakes things up by suggest- 
ing that women deserve equal rights 
— a concept Theo finds impossible 
to wrap his brain around. 

Bruce Nelson is especially enter- 
taining as Cohen; his mannerisms 
make the dimwitted, jealous hypo- 
chondriac seem simultaneously 
obnoxious and endearing. 

Joan Rosenfels also shines as 
Louise’s confidant, Gertrude, the 
hilarious upstairs neighbor who 
insists that Louise have an affair 
to satisfy the needs her husband 
has failed to meet. Rosenfels clearly 
recognizes that Gertrude is a great 
character and runs with it. 

The cast responds to Martin’s 
contemporary writing of an olde- 
timey scandal, finding the light- 
er side of serious, timeless issues.

We can think 
of at least 90 already there — and 
the National Portrait Gallery has 
proof. 

The Portrait Gallery digs into its 
permanent collection to unearth 
iconic photographs of the 20th cen- 
tury’s most accomplished women. 

A perusal of the 90 portraits 
in “Women of Our Time: Twenti- 
eth Century Photographs” drives 
home the breadth of influence 
these women have had in shaping, 
confronting, improving and enter- 
taining our nation. From innova- 
tive pediatrician Virginia Apgar 
to hair-product maven and first

the black millionaire. Madam C. J. 
Walker, the women represented in 
this exhibition are all (and variously) 
influential — it’s neither a catwalk 
of vapid beauty nor a wax museum 
of grim power suits. 

The photos are meticulously 
chosen — mostly black and white 
— each reflecting the essence of its 
subject’s achievement or, in the case 
of Judy Garland or Susan Sontag, 
style. Amelia Earhart smiles from 
her plane’s fuselage; Julia Child is 
tiny among a profusion of cans and 
hams; Helen Keller holds a blossom 
to her nose; both Isadora Duncan 
and Judith Jamison are captured in 
moments of rapturous grace. 


Looking beyond the surface 
images, the viewer finds “Women 
of Our Time” to be as much a sur- 
vey of the American century’s most 
eminent photographers, male and 
female, as it is of the subjects. Works 
by Lotte Jacobi, Edward Steichen, 
Irving Penn, Lisette Model, Max 
Waldman and others bring a depth 
and precision to these portraits that 
goes beyond the extraordinary faces 
on which they trained their lenses.

M U S E U M I Everyone thinks the most 
Washington show in Washington 
is the Corcoran’s “Richard Avedon: 
Portraits of Power,” where you can 
camera-phone yourself with Barack 
Obama or Dwight D. Eisenhower 
or Henry Kissinger. 

If a deprogrammer rescues 
you from the cult of personality in 
time, you’ll see that government 
isn’t people, it’s process. The truly 
most Washington show in Wash- 
ington is at the Phillips. As it lays 
out the obstacles the artists are still 
negotiating on the way to shading 
several miles of Colorado’s stretch 
of the Arkansas River with metal- 
lic fabric, “Christo and Jeanne- 
Claude: Over the River, a Work in 
Progress” erects a veritable shrine 
to bureaucracy. 


Amid scores of preparatory 
drawings and collages are pho- 
tos of meetings in suicidal rooms 
with acoustic-tile drop ceilings and 
simulated-wood-grain tabletops.

There are massive binders contain- 
ing thousands of pages of proposal 
documents. This is the first artwork 
to have an Environmental Impact 
Statement. 

When Christo and Jeanne- 
Claude speak at the Phillips Col- 
lection Thursday evening, expect 
something less formal than what 
is usually designated a “Duncan 


Phillips Lecture.” The husband-and- 
wife team love to talk; their work 
wouldn’t exist if they couldn’t build 
consensus. You may be able to say 
“maverick” or “change” or “haack- 
ey maams” and directly stimulate 
the voting center of the brain, but 
“architectural-scale ephemeral art 
project” won’t cut it. 

Encompassing everything from 
engineering to labor management, 
the Christo and Jeanne-Claude cre- 
ative organism is process art blown 
up to a mammoth scale. Like the 
Blob, it swallows everything in its 
path: Participation, protest, even 
journalistic coverage become part 
of the piece.

that plays on the perceived fragility 
of the material.

One flocked pot reveals 
a graduation of texture toward its 
center, which plummets into an inky 
aquamarine crater. It’s like looking 
into a fishing hole at dawn. 

Pontus Lindvall’s works are 
among the wittiest on display. 
He designs lamps. That’s how he 
describes it (“Lamps,” he said. “I 
make lamps”). But each light is 
encased in a clay shade the artist 
paints in primary colors. 

Lars Bygdemark worked as a 
photographer for the Swedish gov- 
ernment. His cartographic photos 
enriched his appreciation for the 
bird’s-eye view. He follows the geom- 
etry of a horizon, of clouds, a flock 
of birds, and waits until it meets the 
crosshairs of his own sightline. 

“Contemporary art is shifting 
from traditional materials to pho- 
tography and video,” said Widbom.

Pop art collective 
Of Montreal expands 
its multimedia empire 

MUSIC I When Kevin Barnes says, 
“It’s a fim challenge to think of ways 
to do things differently,” he could 
be referring to any aspect of Of 
Montreal, an amorphous art col- 
lective that creates kaleidoscopic 
music, over-the-top stage shows 
and elaborate packaging alterna- 
tives for its releases. 

Of Montreal’s latest album, 
“Skeletal Lamping,” will take many 
forms: In addition to CD and vinyl 
editions, the album will be available 
as a download accompaniment to 
T-shirts, posters, wall decals, tote 
bags and lamps. 

“With the advent of pirating,” 
explains Barnes, “you have to get 
creative and give people a reason 
to buy physical objects.” 

If Barnes wants you to bring a 


little OM into homes, he wants to 
bring his listeners into a decidedly 
weird space at their concerts. “This 
tour is going to be the most epic of 
all,” Barnes says, referring to their 
stage production involving four per- 
formance artists acting out scenes 
while the band performs. 

Still, music remains the priority 
in Of Montreal’s mission. On “Skel- 
etal Lamping,” Barnes indulges his 
jones for psych-pop. Prince sex-funk 
and labyrinthine song structures. 


The result is a pansexual, panmusi- 
cal album that reveals a little more 
with each listen. 

“You can’t really expect to absorb 
it all at once,” says Barnes. “That was 
our goal — to make something that 
people could go back to a number of 
times and always hear something 
different.” Stephen m. deusner

TVVIEWERS KNOW Delaney Williams 
as the jovially ball-busting, go- 
along-to-get-along Sgt. Landsman 
of the novelistic HBO series “The 
Wire.” Long before he hit the screen, 
Williams trod the boards, appearing 
at Arena Stage, Woolly Mammoth, 
etc. This month he inhabits the mas- 
sive frame of Falstaff in the Folger’s 
production of “Henry IV, Part 1.” A 
drunkard’s drunkard, a coward’s 
coward and (not coincidentally) a 
survivor’s survivor, Falstaff never 
had a Shakespeare play named for 
him, but he is nevertheless one of 
the most magnificent of the Bard’s 
creations, glenn dixon 

Do you see similarities between 


Landsman as an organization man 
and Falstaff as someone who talks 
a good game but never sticks his 
neck out so far that he risks losing 
his head? 

David Simon, creator and executive 
producer and head writer of “The 
Wire” — that’s one of the things that 
he always went back to when talking 
about Landsman: He’s the consum- 
mate survivor of that environment, 
of his life. You see that in Falstaff. 
It’s important to him, his own skin, 
but ... he sees that as smart and logi- 
cal and true and honest and righ- 
teous. And that it’s not so much a 
failing on his part to be a survivor, 
but it’s an achievement. 

Falstaff’s greatest speech in the 
play is about the meaninglessness of 
honor. It seems especially apt today. 
Is cowardice a form of heroism? 

This may not be your traditional 


take on the role, but it’s my take on 
the role. ... I don’t think, generally, 
you think of the strictly human side 
of what these characters are going 
through when you’re talking about a 
historical play from 400 years ago. 

Respectfully, is Falstaff the 
Hawaiian shirt of great stage roles, 


in that actors possessed of a cer- 
tain physical presence can occupy 
it the way no runt man can? 

Actually, I think I’ve seen a Fal- 
staff or two in a Hawaiian shirt in 
previous productions. ... I’m fairly 
certain that I wouldn’t have been 
the first choice for Hotspur or Hal 
or even Henry in this production.

D V D I Is the canned laugh track the 
worst innovation in the history of 
television? 

The pilot episode and the first 
several episodes of the short-lived 
series “Sports Night” are punc- 
tuated by canned chortles, and it 
almost ruins the show. Aaron Sor- 
kin, who penned the play “A Few 
Good Men” and created “The West 
Wing,” writes sophisticated dia- 
logue full of quick banter, witty 
repetitions, and the kind of lengthy 
monologues for which television 
rarely finds time. “Sports Night” 
inspires brainy chuckles, not out- 
right knee-slappers. It’s not a laugh- 


track show. 

And yet, the canned laughter 
resounds throughout the first sea- 
son, trying to convince us the show’s 
wit is slapstick; the result is that the 
episodes seem less funny than they 
actually are. Fortunately, the laugh 
track gradually disappears, with 
only a few disembodied guffaws in 
the last episode. By the second and 
final season, it has disappeared 
altogether and the jokes speak for 
themselves. 

“Sports Night” was not the first 
television comedy too fast-paced 
and subtle for a laugh track, but it 
was nevertheless an ambitious series 
when it debuted in 1998. Ostensi- 
bly a workplace sitcom, it’s set at 
a fictional sports network whose 
flagship show is called “Sports 
Night” (based on ESPN’s “Sports- 


Center)”. 

The show itself (not the show- 
within-the-show) is less interested 
in sports than in the stress involved 
in writing and producing a news 


show. Despite the headaches trying 
to keep up with games and stats, 
the tight group of researchers, pro- 
ducers and announcers— played by 
a dynamic ensemble cast Felicity

Huffman, Peter Krause and Rob- 
ert Guillaume — not only love the 
intensity of their jobs, but are also 
good at what they do. 

The characters, not the laughs, 
drive the show, and therein lie its 
critical success and its commercial 
failure. Despite protests from fans, 
“Sports Night” was canceled after 
its second season, but this new full- 
series set, which collects all 46 epi- 
sodes along with a wealth of bonus 
features, argues convincingly that it 
opened up the networks for ambi- 
tious, form-breaking comedies 
like “The Office,” “Arrested Devel- 
opment” and “30 Rock.” In other 
words, “Sports Night” gets the last

Buzz on the Hill 


Peregrine Espresso 
rises on the grounds 
of Murky Coffee 

JUMP-START I After half a year of 
sitting empty, the old Murky Coffee 
location on Capitol Hill has pulled 
a phoenix act — or, rather, if we’re 
talking birds, a peregrine act. 

Thanks to the newly christened 
Peregrine Espresso, Hill-dwellers 
can get their java fix again. Coffee 
on the way to the Metro! Coffee 
after a day of shopping at Eastern 
Market! Coffee for the sake of cof- 
fee! Ryan Jensen, the 29 -year-old 
former manager of Murky, bought 
the location from his old boss, Nick 
Cho, after the D.C. Office of Tax and 
Revenue seized the place in Febru- 
ary of this year for back sales taxes 
and evicted Cho. 

But enough of that unpleasant- 
ness. Coffee is back on the Hill. 

Jensen and his wife, Jill, who 
have both “always wanted to do our 
own coffee place,” were putting off 
the big move because of the cost of 
doing business in D.C. 

Jensen had left Murky in 2006 to 
work for Counter Culture Coffee, a 
fair-trade, organic coffee importer 
and roaster (which supplied beans to 
Murky and now to Peregrine, too), 
but in the spring, when “the whole 
Murky thing went down,” Ryan 
says, “it was like. Wow, here’s this 


opportunity where I know all the 
customers, and I even know how 
much business was going through 
there.” 

Jensen isn’t too worried about 
duplicating a hit. “With people I’ve 
known that have taken over coffee- 
houses, they change one thing and 
people complain. It’s like, I’m try-

ing to run my business — why won’t 
you let me?’ [But] with the renova- 
tions we did, people have walked 
in and said ‘Oh, this is a different 
place.’ This isn’t just a new coat of 
paint. It isn’t just a recycling of an 
old business.” 

Peregrine’s distinguishing fea- 
tures are twofold: no to “big, sugary, 
out-of-control coffee drinks” and 
yes to “microbrewed” cups of drip. 
The store has two syrups: choco- 
late and house-made vanilla, and 
those who ask for a white choco- 
late mocha or a caramel macchiato 
are out of luck. No espresso-based 


drinks larger than 12 ounces, and 
no $5 hot chocolate (for that you’ll 
have to head to Murky’s still-extant 
location in Clarendon later this 
winter). And your regular cuppa — 
unless you come during the morning 
rush and just want to grab and go 
— is “microbrewed,” which means 
the Peregrine staff will grind just 
enough beans for one cup and brew 
them right in front of you. 

“It’s a little bit of wait, but people 
are used to waiting a minute or two 
for espresso,” Jensen says. “Typi- 
cally, when you walk into a coffee 
shop, they don’t really always have 
fresh coffee on hand.” 

Maybe in the end folks aren’t 
going to care about the name of the 
7th Street SE coffee shop. As long as 
people can get their caffeine, does it 
matter? But there’s one core differ- 
ence between the old and the new. 
When asked whether Peregrine will 
serve espresso over ice to a custom- 
er as Murky infamously would not, 
Jensen burst out laughing. 

“I have no qualms with people 
getting what they want,” he says, 
finally. “The day after we opened, 
somebody came in and ordered that. 
It was just like, ‘Are you joking?’ 
But that was what they wanted.”
